Trial Swoosh 
Upcoming for 
Super Rocket 


WASHINGTON—(CTPS)—The 
Mevy's new Viking rocket, design- 
ed to soar twice as high as the 
German V-2 and 2,000 miles an 
hour faster, will be fired for the 
first time next March at the White 


Sands, N. M., proving grounds, the 


Office of Naval Research dis- 
closed yesterday. 

The experiment has been de- 
layed almost a year by technical 
modifications in the rocket’s pro- 
pulsion and guidance system. The 
firing originally was scheduled for 
last June. Meanwhile, the rocket 


not only has been perfected but 
name was changed from the Nep- 


tune adopted in 1947. 

Slimmer than the German V-2 
rocket, the Viking is 32 inches in 
diameter, compared with the V-2’s 
5.4 feet. The Viking is 45 feet long, 
one foot shorter than the V-2. It 
weighs approximately five tons 
fully loaded with its oxygen, al-| 
cohol and hydrogen peroxide fuel | 
—about one-third the V-2’s 14 tons. 

Described as far superior to the 
V-2, thus far the longest ranged 
rocket weapon, the Viking is ex- 
pected to shoot 235 miles into the 
ionosphere. This is twice the max- 
imum altitude of 114 miles reached 
by the V-2 in trials at White Sands.

British Conflict 


WASHINGTON—(#/)—A former 
high Government official reported 
yesterday that before the end of 
World War II there were some 
fears in the State Department that 
‘another war might develop—in a 
conflict between Russia and Great 
Britain. 

Charles P. Taft, brother of Sen. 
Taft, Republican, Ohio, and Di- 
rector of the State Department’s 
Wartime Economic Affairs, told 
the story to newsmen. 

In his State Department expe- 
rience, he said, he never saw any 
evidence to justify a statement 
that Dean Acheson, now Secretary 
of State, favored the “soft” policy 
toward Russia. Acheson in 1944 
was Assistant Secretary. 

Taft said that in 1944 A. A. 
Berle, then an Assistant State Sec- 
retary, submitted a paper to the 
Department’s Policy Committee 
saying there might be danger of 
a new war in the Middle East, 
‘in a possible conflict between Rus- | 
sia and Great Britain. 
| Berle said then, Taft related, 
the proper position for the United 
States was as mediator to head 
off such a conflict.

A Good Omen for Georgia 


If the State Administration were so 
inclined it obviously has the strength in 
both the House and Senate to apply 
steamroller tactics to put through any sort 
of program it wished. That it has not 
seen fit to use its strength in this manner 
is a tribute to the reasonableness which 
so far has marked the Administration’s 
efforts. 


As a case in point we call attention to 
the approval by the Senate Committee on 
Public Roads and Highways of a bill by 
Sen. J. Knox Gholston, of Comer, to cre- 
ate a 10-man highway commission elected 
by the Legislature. This bill is in direct 
conflict with a House bill sponsored by 
the Administration proposing a three-man 
board appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Senate. 


Another instance of the Administra- 
tion’s willingness to compromise is shown 
in the voter’s qualification bill which al- 
ready has received several amendments 
and probably will be amended more be- 
fore final passage. 

In the case of Mr. Gholston’s bill, the 
motion for approval was made by Sen.

The City Treasury Case 


A bill, copy of which has been sent

But the reasonable 
attitude which the Administration so far 
has shown indicates the possibilities are 
excellent for a compromise which will 
eliminate some of the usual abuses from 
the Highway Department. And that is a 
good omen for Georgia.

The Students 
Call On Mr. Truman 


I see where 10 students of political science 
called on President Truman and sought advice 
about how to become expert in politics. 

They couldn’t have called on a better authority. Harry 8. Tru- 
man started out as a precinct worker in Missouri and came all the 
way up through the ranks. He learned politics in the Pendergast 
school and, while it was no better than any one of several others 
in its efficiency, it was for a long time as efficient as a paper- 
wrapped section of lead pipe well delivered. 


Policy It became corrupt, as political machines inevitably do 

when the top figures of it become corrupt. Ed Crump’s 
Shelby County machine used to be tied in with the rackets of vice, 
gambling and bootlegging. Boss Ed reformed the town and county 
in a fit of conscience after his mother’s death. She was a fine, 
Christian woman who lived to a very old age, but Crump’s asso- 
ciates said he felt, somehow, her passing was retribution for his 
methods. So, he closed up the gamblers and told the sporting 
women to depart. The end of prohibition ended the bootleg rackets. 
But, almost without exception, political machines turn to the 
rackets. They do this for a very practical reason, aside from 
cash which finds its way into their pockets. They can run much of 
the city on direct taxes on gambling and vice. This enables them 
to keep down taxes and to fling big beer and hot dog parties 
for the poor -wards; to give largely to charities and so on. The 
solid citizens will close their eyes for a long time to vice on the 
side streets and to gambling houses which fleece the lambs, so long 
as taxes are low and the underworld keeps in its place. But, this, 
too soon gets out of hand. It did in Kansas City and Boss Pender- 
gast went to jail as he richly deserved to do. 


Careers But, in all such machines there are men who are trying 

to work out their own political careers. One of the 
faults of our political system is that it demands a certain expedi- 
ency. Mr. Justice Hugo Black once joined the Ku Klux Klan. He 
went to no meetings. He did not believe in its mumbo-jumbo phoney 
pronouncements. He was just a young politician trying to get ahead 
and in the twenties the Klan had power that it will never have 
again. Today it is without any national power and in only a few 
states and in a few localities does it represent even limited politi- 
cal influence. In these communities it has that limited power only 
because there are people in pulpits, in editorial chairs, at the heads 
of businesses and in public life who know it for what it is but are 
afraid to speak out against it because they may get an anonymous 
letter or so or a telephone call from some half-drunk lout. 


Honest There has never been any suggestion that Harry S. 

Truman was not always completely honest in his per- 
sonal life. And you may be sure that literally thousands of dollars 
have been spent and researchers and investigators have worked 
themselves into humpbacked postures trying to find something 
with which to confront Truman. They never found it. 


What the President told the political science students was the 
truth—to begin at the bottom. To possess idealism is good and 
necessary. To be devoted to the true and the right is proper and 


commendable. 


Precincts But it is not the beginning. The beginning is to know, 
if one can, what the average person wants—and even 
more important—why he wants it. That is why the only place one 
may learn politics is in the precincts ...and the only way what 
is good, right and proper can prevail is to begin at the bottom and 
develop a demand for them. That. too, must begin in the precincts.

The first analysis of the bill before it was 
brought up for debate was furnished by the 
Georgia League of Women Voters, who de 
nounced it, saying it would make registration so 
arduous that only a smal) minority of Georgians 
would bother to vote. Let’s see what happened 
since the League analyzed the bill, and let’s 
also study some of the League’s conclusions. 


* First, said the League, the bill abolished 
permanent registration. As passed by the 
House, bill still abolishes permanent 
registration. Personally, we see no reason 
why a voter should be required to go down 
every four years and requalify. 


Second, said the League, the old “poll tax” 
was restored. The administration retreated 
from this “registration fee.” 

Third, said the League, the bill “puts such 
authority into the hands of the registering 
boards that in effect their judgment alone de- 
. mines whether you or I would be considered 
qualified to vote either morally or intellectually.” 
Actually, the registrars have their power today, 
and the new bill is a move away from this direc- 
tion. Today, the County Board of Registrars 
make up their own questions and can ask you 
one difficult interpretation of the United States 
Constitution and then ask me a simple little 
question. The Federal Court outlawed Alabama’s 
Boswell Amendment because it provided no uni- 
form examination. Georgia has no uniform 
tests today. 

. The new bill provides uniformity in questions.

The battle now is before the Rules Com- 
mittee, where the anti-talkers already have 
had their say, and where the pro-talkers now 
threaten to talk at length. If the committee 
ever survives this barrage of words and re- 
ports a bill to the Senate limiting the fili- 
buster, then the Southerners are expected to 
talk it, er themselves, to death. 


And that, I suppose, is enough history. Now 
let’s join the Rules Committee and listen to the 
pro-talkers cross-examine the anti-talkers: 

Sen. Wayne Morse of Oregon, who offered a 
rule designed to end speeches of indefinite 


length, said in answer to polite questioning by 
the Southerners that he never had, either, been 
a filibusterer himself. 

“But you spoke several hours on a bill once 
(14 hours\ to be exact) and you changed my 
mind for me,” insisted Sen. John Stennis of 
Mississippi, leader of the pro-filibuster forces. 

“I appreciate that statement,” said Sen. 
Morse. “I never knew that any prolonged speech 
of mine ever changed anybody’s vote.” 

Sen. Russell Long of Louisiana, whose pappy, 
Huey, used to talk about soups, juleps and other 
matters almost without end, squirmed in his 
seat. He said he still couldn’t see what was 
wrong with the filibuster. 

Sen. Pepper, who engaged in a filibuster once 
and confessed he was sorry for it, said he be- 
lieved 10 days was long enough for any law- 
maker to talk on any subject; he offered a rule 
to chop off the long-winded ones after a fort- 
night of oratory on any one subject. 

Sen. Homér Ferguson of Michigan, among 
others, spoke in favor of still another rule and 
said in passing that he was tired of hearing 
cook books read on the floor of the Senate. 


Sen. Stennis said he had seven or eight 
(or maybe more) Senators who wanted to 
talk, in favor of filibusters. He wouldn’t 
promise when they’d finish because he said 
they had a lot to say. Sen. Long fingered 
the gray grapes on his two-tone red cravat. 


“This is all new to me,” he said. “But this 
government has been in existence for 150 years. 
And we seem to be getting by all right. I’m not 
certain that this thing can’t wait.” 

And wait, for a while at least, it will. While 
a number of gentlemen get a few hundred thou- 
sand well-chosen words off their chests.

At any time Mrs. Roosevelt could have 
had a correction by asking for it if she were 
interested in truth for its own sake, especially in 
matters of Roosevelt family rackets such as El- 
liott’s deadhead loans and her own radio pro- 
grams on the notorious coffee and candy ac- 
counts.

that is good for one trick and 
only one any time they chose 
to take it. They don’t seem to 
realize that six solid trumps 
will produce only six tricks and 
they cannot be converted into 
seven by using one of the six 
for ruffing purposes. Now when 
the short suit is in dummy and 
an additional trick can be made 
by using one of dummy’s trumps 
separately, that’s another mat- 
ter. But so perverse is human 
nature at times, that the short

tion. While a count of 14 points 
renders a hand a mandatory 
opening bid, nevertheless hands 
counting 12 or 13 may be opened 
if they have the “feel.”

The Jack of Spades was 
opened, taken by the king and 
three rounds of trumps drawn.

But when the Clubs failed to 
break declarer had to give up 
two tricks. Declarer should have 
treated his own hand as dummy 
and used dummy’s trumps for 
drawing purposes. 

It will be noted that the 
South hand contains the short- 
est suit (Hearts) and that hand 
should be used for ruffs. The 
opening lead should be won 
with the ace. A high Heart 
should be cashed followed by 
the ruff of a low -heart in the 
South hand. Then come the 
King and Ace of trumps and 
the remaining small Heart, 
trumped in the closed hand.
